I    DESCRIPTION  OF  RENEWAL  PROGRAM 


A.    Project  Boundaries 

The  Project  comprises  a  portion  of  the  South  of  Market  Redevelopment 
Area  D,  which  in  Resolution  No.  782-61  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  December  11,  1951, 
and  as  amended  in  Resolution  No.  132-63  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  March  4,  1963, 
was  designated  and  described  as  a  blighted  area,  the  redevelopment  of 
which  is  necessary  to  effectuate  the  public  purposes  as  set  forth  in 
the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law.    Project  Area  D-1  is  indi- 
cated on  the  map,  Project  Area  Boundaries,  and  is  more  particularly 
described  as  follows:

FOOTNOTES    (which  apply  to  table  above) 

(1)  It  is  intended  that  retailing  and  consumer  services  shall  be  the 
predominant  around  floor  use  along  major  street  frontaoes  in 
District  B  (DOWNTOWN  RETAIL). 

(2)  Where  operating  requirements  necessitate  location  within  the  district, 
utility  installations  or  public  service  facilities  may  be  located  in 
any  use  district,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Agency. 

(3)  The  locations  where  elderly  housing  is  permitted  may  contain  up  to 
a  total  of  1,133  dwelling  units. 

(4)  Hotel  uses  within  DOWNTOWN  OFFICE  Land  Use  District  are  allowed  on 
Block  3707  and  3722. 

(5)  Residential  development  within  the  DOWNTOWN  OFFICE  Land  Use  District 
is  allowed  on  Block  3722-A,  and  3722-B. 

(6)  Hotel  uses  within  the  DOWNTOWN  RETAIL  Land  Use  District  are  allowed 
anywhere  on  Block  3706,  excluding  the  sites  of  the  Mercantile  Building, 
the  Jessie  Street  Substation,  or  St.  Patrick's  Church. 

(7)  Residential  development  within  the  DOWNTOWN  RETAIL  Land  Use  District 

is  allowed  anywhere  on  Block  3706,  excluding  the  sites  of  the  Mercantile 
Building,  the  Jessie  Street  Substation,  or  St.  Patrick's  Church. 

(8)  Hotel  uses  within  the  DOWNTOWN  SUPPORT  Land  Use  District  are  allowed  on 
blocks  designated  for  Special  Use,  and  on  Block  3722. 

(9)  Residential  development  within  the  DOWNTOWN  SUPPORT  Land  Use  District 
i5  allowed  on  Blocks  3724-B,  3724-14,  3722-B  and  3723  (however, 
residential  development  is  not  permitted  on  Block  3723  until  after 
February  19,  1980).    Residential  development  is  also  allowed  on  Block  3735-D, 

(10)    Existing  properties  designated  as  eligible  for  retention  and  rehabilitation 
may  be  continued  in  their  existing  uses,  subject  to  compliance  with  Owner 
Participation  Rules  and  Regulations  promulgated  by  the  Agency,  including 
standards  for  rehabilitation.

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PREFACE 


The  Addendum  to  the  Report  on  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the 
Verba  Buena  Center  Redevelopment  Project  D-1  has  been  prepared 
in  conformity  with  Section  33457.1  of  the  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Lav;  which  states  that  "to  the  extent  warranted 
by  a  proposed  amendment  to  a  redevelopment  plan  ....  the  reports 
and  information  required  by  Section  33352  shall  be  prepared  and 
made  available  to  the  public  prior  to  the  hearing  on  such  amend- 
ment. " 

This  addendum  has  been  prepared  to  accompany  the  Redevelopment 
Plan  Amendments  proposed  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  in  September 
1981.    It  provides  an  orderly  record  of  factual  material  to  be 
used  in  forming  additional  evidentiary  basis  for  the  legislative 
findings  required  by  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law. 
These  Redevelopment  Plan  Amendments  allow  housing  as  an  additional 
permitted  land  use  on  one  site,  and  incorporate  adjacent  land  into 
the  Project  Area.    Both  Amendments  enhance  flexibility  in  responding 
to  changing  conditions  within  the  Verba  Buena  Center  Redevelopment 
Project  Area,  as  follows: 

1.  To  enable  greater  flexibility  in  regard  to  the  provision 
of  downtown  retail  activity; 

2.  To  enable  greater  flexibility  in  regard  to  the  provision 
of  housing; 

Specifically,  the  proposed  amendments  enable  housing  to  be  a  permitted 
use  on  Assessor's  Block  3735,  Parcel  D,  on  East  Block  3,  in  addition 
to  the  formerly  specified  locations.    The  Amendments  also  incorporate 
Assessor's  Block  3706,  Parcel  28,  on  Central  Block  1  into  the  Verba 
Buena  Center  Redevelopment  Project  Area,  and  designate  the  site  for 
"Downtown  Retail"  land  uses. 
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SECTION  (a)  Reasons  for  the  Selection  of  the  Project  Area 


Following  are  the  reasons  for  amending  the  Verba  Buena  Center  (YBC)  Redevel- 
opment Project  Area  to  include  Parcel  28,  on  Assessor's  Block  3706,  commonly 
known  as  the  General  Services  Administration  (GSA)  property. 

1.  To  enable  better  parcel i zation  on  Central  Block  1  within  the  YBC 
Project  Area,  for  the  mix  of  proposed  hotel,  retail/commercial, 
and  residential  uses. 

2.  To  facilitate  the  implementation  of  the  urban  design  plans  for 
the  YBC  Redevelopment  Project. 

3.  To  maximize  the  economic  development  potential  of  the  YBC  Rede- 
velopment Project. 

4.  To  insure  the  financial  viability  of  the  development  on  Central 
Block  1,  by  making  possible  an  integrated  mixed  use  development. 

5.  To  alleviate  conditions  of  blight  by  removing  a  substandard  building. 

6.  To  generate  "Downtown  Retail"  activity  in  a  location  which  has  been 
occupied  by  a  vacant  structure  for  over  7  years. 

7.  To  revitalize  property  now  threatening  the  viability  of  all  devel- 
opment located  on  Central  Block  1,  for  which  the  federal  government, 
as  the  owner,  has  no  plans  to  either  utilize  or  rehabilitate. 

SECTION  (b)  Physical,  Social,  and  Economic  Conditions  Existing  in  the  Area 

1 .      General  Services  Administration  (GSA)  Property  on  Central  Block  1. 
Assessor's  Block  3706,  Parcel  28. 

Presently  located  upon  the  GSA  property  is  a  312,000  gross  square 
foot  building,  constructed  in  1925-26.    This  building  has  been  owned 
by  the  Federal  government  since  1953  and  was  occupied,  primarily  by 
the  Veterans  Administration  and  the  GSA  Regional  Office,  until  1973. 
A  1971  structural  survey  of  the  building  concluded  that  portions  of 
the  structure  are  unsound  for  wind  loads,  and  that  the  building  as 
a  whole  does  not  meet  present  design  standards  for  seismic  loads. 

The  GSA-owned  site  is  48,000  sq.  ft.,  fronting  the  east  side  of  Fourth 
Street,  between  Market  Street  and  Mission  Street.    The  existing  312,000 
gross  sq.  ft.  building  is  an  11-story  steel  frame  structure  built  in 
1925,  which  has  been  vacant  since  1973.    The  seven-story  annex  to  the 
east  is  structurally  separate  from  the  main  building.    The  GSA  Regional

Hi:toric  Preservation  Officer  has  consulted  with  the  State  Office 
of  Historic  Preservation  and  determined  that  the  49  Fourth  Street 
structure  is  not  currently  eligible  for  the  National  Register. 

The  GSA  Parcel  is  surrounded  by  a  changing  neighborhood  of  retail/ 
commercial,  parking,  office,  residential,  institutional  uses  and 
community  services.    Much  of  the  land  between  Market  and  Howard 
Streets  and  Third  and  Fourth  Streets  has  been  cleared  and  is  cur- 
rently being  used  as  construction-staging  area    for  Verba  Buena 
Center. 

Adjacent  to  the  GSA  property  on  the  north  are  the  eight-story  Roos- 
Atkins  building  at  Market  and  Fourth  Streets,  which  has  recently 
been  acquired  and  is  undergoing  renovation  for  occupancy  by  the  Bank 
of  America  for  office  space.    The  17-story  Humboldt  Bank  Building 
has  also  been  acquired  recently,  to  be  renovated  for  general  office 
space.    On  the  west  side  of  Fourth  Street  are  the  nine-story  Pacific 
Building  and  18-story  Pacific  II  Building  under  construction  at  22 
Fourth  Street.    These  buildings,  and  the  proposed  30-story  Pacific 
III  Building  west  of  Pacific  II  on  Jessie  Street,  are  in  use  as  a 
wholesale  apparel  center.    The  seven-story  Victorian  Hotel  is  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  Jessie  and  Fourth  Streets,  and  a  one-story  hard- 
ware store  and  the  nine-story  Downtown  Community  College  Center  occupy 
the  frontage  between  Jessie  Street  and  Mission  Street. 

Also  in  the  vicinity  of  the  GSA  property  is  the  Emporium,  a  major  San 
Francisco  department  store  located  on  Market  Street  to  the  west,  which 
is  undergoing  a  multi-million  dollar  renovation  at  the  present  time. 
To  the  east  of  the  GSA  parcel  is  the  site  of  the  proposed  Arcon-Pacif ic 
Hotel,  which  will  have  a  total  of  700  rooms  and  related  commercial  facil- 
ities.   Finally,  the  Jessie  Street  Substation  and  St.  Patrick's  Church 
-    -  are  in  close  proximity  to  the  GSA  parcel,  and  both  are  the  subject  of  a 
memorandum  of  agreement  for  historic  preservation  between  the  State  His- 
toric Preservation  Officer,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment, and  the  Advisory  Council  on  Historic  Preservation. 

2.      Residential  Development  Allowed  on  East  Block  3. 
Assessor's  Block  3706,  Parcel  D 
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The  Mayor's  housing  policy  for  the  1980's  envisions  the  development 
of  housing  as  one  of  San  Francisco's  highest  priorities.    In  support 
of  this  policy,  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  desires  to 
develop  housing  in  conjunction  with  the  public  parking  garage  that 
will  be  developed  within  YBC  on  Assessor's  Block  3735,  Parcel  D, 
on  Third  Street  between  Howard  and  Folsom  Streets. 

The  San  Francisco  Parking  Authority  is  presently  proposing  to  develop 
a  public  parking  structure  on  this  parcel,  principally  to  benefit 
the  George  R.  Moscone  Convention  Center,    The  Redevelopment  Agency 
is  presently  negotiating  with  a  developer  who  has  expressed  an  interest 
in  constructing  housing  on  the  air  rights  above  the  public  parking 
structure.    The  developer  is  currently  considering  approximately  185 
dwelling  units  with  ground  floor  retail  uses.    Additionally,  the 
developer  has  committed  to  setting  aside  20%  of  the  dwelling  units  for 
moderate-income  households. 

Housing  at  this  location  would  reinforce  the  integration  of  the  Third 
Street  corridor  into  a  mixed  use  residential  community.    From  Market 
Street  on  the  north  to  Harrison  Street  on  the  south,  a  mixture  of 
market-rate  and  subsidized  elderly  housing  is  being  developed  inter- 
mittently with  mixed  use  commercial  and  office  activity  all  along 
Third  Street. 

Regardless  of  the  type  of  housing  developed  in  the  Third  Street  consider, 
housing  on  this  site  will  assist  the  other  housing  developments  in 
creating  a  16-18  hour  neighborhood  which  will  improve  the  overall 
security  of  the  YBC  area  for  all  of  its  daytime  and  nighttime  users. 
It  will  also  assist  in  providing  a  ready  supply  of  new  available 
housing  in  close  proximity  to  the  office  development  occurring  within 
YBC,  enabling  office  workers  to  live  nearby  their  jobs.    Also,  the 
development  of  this  housing  will  assist  in  providing  a  sufficient 
amount  of  residential  activity  in  YBC  to  insure  the  development  of 
neighborhood  serving  commercial  activity,  such  as  a  supermarket  and 
convenience  shopping,  which  is  sorely  needed  in  the  YBC  area, 

SECTION  (c)  Method  of  Financing 

1 .      General  Services  Administration  (GSA)  Property  on  Central  Block  1 
Assessor's  Block  3706,  Parcel  28 
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There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  method  of  financing  for  this 
Redevelopment  Project  since  the  Redevelopment  Plan  was  last 
amended  in  September  1979.
